GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Year  by  year  the  value  to  the  Public  Health  Department  and 
the  assistance  given  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  becomes  more  and  more  obvious.  The  laboratory  is  now 
an  essential  and  vital  factor  in  the  maintenance  of  the  public 
health.  I wish:  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  active 
and  willing  co-operation  of  Doctors  Fry  and  Bodssard.

to  maintain,  the  children  in  a good  state  of  health.

Nursery  School;. 

The  Nursery  School  continued  to  be  well  attended  during  the 
year.  The  average  number  of  children  who.  attended  daily  was 
19.75.  The  Medical  Officer  of  the  School  (Dr.  Bryson)  carried  out 
regular  periodical  inspections,  and  in  addition  treated  any  child 
who  had  not  already  been  immunised  against  diphtheria. 

Water  Supp’ies. 

Continuation  of  chlorination  of  the  water  supply  to.  ensure  its 
safety  was  found  to  be  necessary  during  the  year. 

A careful  watch  was  maintained  on  the  water  supply  of  the

No  new  Water  Supplies  or  Sewerage  Schemes  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Village  of  Tre vaughan  and  farms 
situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough,  all  the  houses  in  the 
Borough  are  supplied  by  water  direct  fro'm  the  main  water  works, 
and  the  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

As  compared  with  the  previous  year  a big  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  occurred,  and  the  number  of 
cases  of  diphtheria  fell.  There  was  one  death  from'  diphtheria. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  whooping  cough  cases 
notified,  viz.,  $6  cases  as  compared  with  nil  for  the  year  1943. 
The  value  of  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  con- 
trolling outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  continues  to  be  inestimable, 
and  undoubtedly  prevented  any  spread  to  alarming  proportions  by 
the  speed  in  discovering  “ Carriers  ” and  their  segregation.

Tuberculosis. 

I would  once  more  like  to  stress  that  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  very  concerned  at  the  lack  of  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  Frequently  patients 
after  staying  in  a Sanatorium  have  to  return  to  accommodation 
which  is  overcrowded,  inadequately  ventilated  and  lighted,  damp 
and  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  good  that  has  been  accom- 
plished at  the  Sanatorium  is  very  quickly  undone  by  such  bad 
housing  accommodation.  1 urge  the  Council  ho  give  these  people 
a high  priority  when  the  time  comes  to<  consider  tenants  for  houses 
erected  at  the  Council’s  Housing  Estates. 

v The  Government  Scheme,  together  with  the  County  Council's 
Scheme  for  after-care  of  Tuberculosis  patients,  is  helping  a great 
deal  to  ameliorate  the  circumstances  of  the  Tuberculous  patient, 
but  housing;  accommodation  is  still  an  urgent  and  vital  necessity.
